Fortunately for the United States, the senate foreign

And Chairman Connally of 
the committee has forecast ultimate rejection of the Vorys 
plan by congress, even though it has a good chance of get- 
ting through the house. 


The country has been lucky that none of the really dam- 


aging house proposals offered up to now have been enacted 
into law. It may not always be so lucky. 


No one expects wisdom from all 434 members of the 
house. But surely there are enough wise heads in that body 
to make it conscious of the fact that congress today is the 
world's most important legislative agency and that its acts 
hava great practical and moral impact around the world.
